1 . Claims 1 -2, 4-1 8, 23 and 25-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
fogless mirror shower assembly, comprising a shower surround including one or more 
fogless mirror assemblies, the fogless mirror assembly comprising; a mirror; q heater 
pad adjoined to a back surface of the mirror, the heater pad including one or more 
heating elements and a moisture resistant insulation assembly, wherein the moisture 
resistant insulation assembly comprises two or more water resistant layers fused 
together around the heating element to protect the heating element from moisture, and 
a water resistant electrical connection assembly including one or more moisture 
insulated conductor wires operably adjoined to the heating element and a power supply. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
